The Owsley County track team competed at the Class A, Region 7 track meet on 
Saturday morning, May 12, at Russell High School, near Ashland, KY. The 9:00 am 
meet meant a 5:00 am start for the Owsley athletes. But despite the disadvantage of a 3 
hour bus trip, the Owl thinclads acquitted themselves quite well. The boys placed 3rd 
out of 13 schools with 60 points, while the ladies were 6th out of 12 schools with 37 
points. The boys finish was the highest is school history. 


Headlining the news is the fact that five athletes will be headed to the State Track 
meet in Louisville on Thursday this week. They will compete in a total of nine different 
events. 

Senior Coty Shouse placed second in the high jump (5-8) and second in the triple 
jump (37-10) to earn that right to compete at State.

County has been selected to 
attend The Center for Rural 
Development’s 2012 Rogers 
Scholars summer youth 
leadership program 

Owsley County High School student Olivia Bryant has been 
named a 2012 Rogers Scholar and will be eligible to receive 
exclusive scholarship opportunities from 16 colleges and 
universities. 

Bryant was selected by The Center for Rural Development 
to build her leadership and entrepreneurial skills as the 
region’s next generation of leaders and entrepreneurs at this 
summer’s Rogers Scholars program. 

Rogers Scholars, an intensive one-week summer youth 
leadership program, brings together rising high school juniors 
from across Southern and Eastern Kentucky for a one-of-a- 
kind experience that past participants often describe as “life 
changing.” 

“The Center believes in giving young people in our region 
a chance to receive leadership and scholarship opportunities 
so they can seize their potential and become effective, skilled 
leaders,” Lonnie Lawson, president and CEO of The Center, 
said. “It is our goal that many of these students will return 
to Southern and Eastern Kentucky to build their careers and 
transform this region for years to come.” 

Rogers Scholars—The Center’s flagship youth program— 
was built on a mission started by U.S. Congressman Harold 
“Hal” Rogers (KY-05) that “no young person should have to 
leave home to find his or her future.” 

Now in its 15^ year, the Rogers Scholars program is planned, 
coordinated, and supervised entirely by The Center and its 
staff. Most activities take place on the grounds of The Center 
in Somerset and other sites in the Lake Cumberland region. 

“We are looking forward to meeting the 2012 Class of 
Rogers Scholars and working with each participant to develop 
his or her skills as the region’s future leaders and entrepre¬ 
neurs,” Delaney Stephens, youth programs coordinator and 
community liaison for The Center, said. 

“The Rogers Scholars program emphasizes the develop¬ 
ment of technological skills and builds in participants a sense 
of leadership, an entrepreneurial spirit, and a commitment to 
rural Kentucky,” Stephens added. 

The first group of Scholars will be at The Center June 24-29 
for the opening week session. The final summer session is 
planned for July 8-13. 

During the program, Scholars get to meet and hear presenta¬ 
tions from some of the region’s top business leaders and entre¬ 
preneurs; complete a community service project; and receive 
professional, hands-on instruction from leading experts in one 
of three top in-demand careers: healthcare, engineering, and 
video production. 

Students apply for the Rogers Scholars program during their 
sophomore year and attend the summer prior to the start of 
their junior year. 

Bryant is the daughter of Jennifer and Randall Bryant of 
Booneville.

Marshall was 
taken to the Three Forks 
Regional Jail. His bond 
was set on 5/11/12 at $5000 
cash.
